V. Shaw: "I never knew what a 
great thing Christmas waa before, 
and now, if the boys were only back 
from France, what a great home- 
coming it would be." He was from 
ChUlicothe, Ohio, where he had been 
at Camp ShiBrman for months before 
being sent to Camp Gordon.

"The tragedy of the war is that 
Germany hM not been beaiten. The 
German soldiers are returning home 
as conquering heroes.^ They are be- 
ing ^greeted as saviors of the German 
economic system. I believe that 
Germany is a great deal better off 
than she wishes the world to be- 
lieve. I have visited all the neutral 
countries of Europe, and have seen 
the tremendous storehouses owned 
by the Germans in Holland and 
Spain." 

He said he was sorry President 
Wilson had seen fit to leave .Jiis place 
as the spokesman of humanity, and 
he believed that his Judicial Judg- 
ment would have had more weightif 
he had stayed in thi%^eountr7. 
* -BiHiiA^.- he sA, "that he has 
gone I hope that he will see sfl|ne of 
the restdts of ' the uns)^eak£ble atroc- 
ities perpetrated by the Germans, 
and will talk to the men who h^ve 
been through cruelUes which have 
not been duplicated since the dark 
aces.
